Tt is expected that concrete mixing 
on the high level bridge, interrupted 
by the cold weather of last week, will 
be resumed tomorrow, and 
Valley will echo once more with 
din Of three hundred men workers 

The construction of tie bridge has 
been sadly disorganized by 
of the cold wave. The positions that 
were most exposed to the north wind 
became almost untenable, water, pipes 
and pumps froze, cement froze, sand 
froze, the earth fro and to add to 
all their troubles, gravel began to play 
out. So Mr. Wm, Gunn, who is in 
charge of the work, decided to shut 
down and wait until the worst had 
passed. Meanwhile only the heaters 
were kept going, to prevent the pipes 
from freezing and allow work to be 
commended on a few hours’ notice 

Worked Paster in Winter, 

To the great surprise of a layman, 
work has gone on more rapidly since 
winter set in than in the early fall 
Only the Work high upon the banks

Senator Power quoted from an ar- 
ticle in the Canndian Times, contrast- 
ing the divorce record of Canada and 
the United States.

For the Construction of Its Mani- 
tobe North-Western Railway Lines. 
Saskatchewan Members Protest 
Against Allowing Railways to Delay 
Construction, 


Ottawa, Jan. 17—-When the consid- 
eration of the bill to extend the time 
for construction of the Manitoba and 
North-Western railway branches was 
resumed in the railway committee of 
the Commons today, the objections 
renewed on the part of the people de- 
sirous of seeing the C.P.R, construct 
lines at an early date. Dr. Cash, of 
Yorkton, read a telegram from the 
Kamsack board of trade’ protesting 
against any extension of time for con- 
struction of the Brandenburg, Kam- 
sack branch on the ground that such 
extensions would prove to be a detri- 
ment to the development of the coun- 
try. Dr. Cash also referred to the pro- 
tests which had been received against 
an extension of time for construction 
of the Sheho-Prince Albert branch, 

Dr. Cash said that it was difficult to 
know what steps to take te make the 
company build. He was afraid that 
cancellation of the charter would re- 
sult in the districts being deprived of 
a railWay for even a longer period. 

Major Currie, of North Simcoe, said 
the railways were doing a great deal 
for the West, He thought these pro- 
tests were largely a matter of bluff 
and certain membe.;s who were talk- 
ing one way were praying another, He 
said if one of these charters was ac- 
tually cancelled, there would be no 
more demand for a cancellation of a 
contract, 

Dr. Neely, of Humbolt, said Major 
Currile’s remarks were an insult to the 
members of the committee. He should 
hame the member that he was refer- 
ring to. Major Currie said if Dr, 
Neely would move to strike out one of 
these lines, he would second the mo- 
tion, A wrangle followed == during 
which Chairman Duthey declared the
